Philip Harvey, one of the pioneers 


of 
Bismarck and 
Burleigh county, 


passed away at 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing in St. Alexius hospital after a 
long illness. 
He has been ill most 


of the time for the last three months, 
suffering from a tumor which caused 
complications. 


Mr. Harvey, who was 68 years old, 


first saw Bismarck when is was scarce- 
ly more than a frontier camp. Born 
in Hazel Green, Wisconsin, in April, 
1S53, he went to La Mars, Iowa, and 
from there came to Bismarck in 1874, 
shortly after 
the 
Northern 
Pacific 


railroad was pushed west to the Mis 
souri river, and when hardy and ad-, 
venturous pioneers flocked to this sec- 
tion from many aprts of the country. 
( 


The railroad had been completed but 
eight months when Mr. Harvey first' 
set foot in the frontier town. 


With other pioneers he sought out 


employment of various sort offered in 
the new country and soon turned to 
agriculture. He obtained a claim S 1-2 
miles north of Btsmarck on Burnt 
Creek, and owned the land since that 
time, his entire holdings amounting 
to about 600 acres. 


In 1S74 Mr. Harvey went into the 


Black Hills on one of. the old freight- 
ing trains and remained there for 
ifili'mt a year, before returning to Bis- 
marck. 


Mr. Harvey was active in affairs in 


Burleigh county for many years. He 
•was a strong Democrat, and had taken 
an active part in Democratic politics. 
He had been a member of the school 
board 
and 
road 
supervisor in his 


township. 
He was known as a man 


whose word was his bond, public spir- 
ited and forceful. 


Mr. Harvey's wife died many years 


ogo. He is survived by the following 
brothers and sisters: Arthur and .Toli.i, 
Harvey, of Tactola, S. IX; Peter Har-i 
vey, of Burnt Creek township; Mrs. 
Kllen Mahoney, Ills Thirteenth street, 
and Mrs. John O'Brien, of Ft. Robin- 
son Neb. 


Mr. Harvey was a member of St. 


Mary's church, nnd funeral services 
probably will be held in the church 
Monday.

THE WRONG ROAD 


If it could get into thc history books, it would 


read like this: "Nov. 24, 1921—A Thanksgiving 
day excursion curried 1000 scientists and profes- 
sional men to Staten Island, in New York har- 
bor, where they witnessed the tearing down of 
;: chimney, 148 feet high, 47 feet in diameter at 
the base. Despite the huge size, this smokestack 
was razed in the record-br.aking time of 55 min- 
utes." 


The history books would ignore the chimney's 


usefulness and the fact that it took two mo.nth-. 
and two days to build it. 


History is 98 per cent a record of destruction. 
It is designed to teach us what man has done. 


But it clings almost entirely to recording what 
man has undone—destroyed. 


An gxcfellent movement is gaining headway in 


America, to revise history as it is taught in our 
schools. 


What the child gets now is.mostly a record of 


slaughter and destruction—the history of ill will 
between England and America, North and South, 
races, religions and politics. 
' 


It took over 60 years of organized fighting, and 


thousands of years of progess, to give our women 
the ballot. Yet this, under our present system, 
will get less space in school history than some 
battle that took only a few hours and had an in- 
finitely less effect. 


What happened in 1776? 
The Declaration of 


Independence, of course. 
But some school his- 


tories have forgotten to tell you that in this same 
year James Watt sold the world's first steam 
engine. 


The real history of the growth and progress of 


our countyr is not a matter of battles or Indians 
shot by Daniel Boone and other explorers. 


The Monitor, which fought the Merrimac in 


1862, was the first armored ship. Every school 
child has had the marvels of that invention drill- 
ed into his brain. But he reads mighty little of 
the more important inventions—typewriter, mov- 
' ing picture, electric light and motor. 


History practically ignores the evolution of 


barbaric government into American democracy, 
touching, however, with great emphasis, on bloody 
battles incidental to the progess.
